And whereas an Ad was made in the Parliament of Ireland, in the 
Thirty-ninth Year of His prefent Majelty’s Reign, to continue and amend 
the faid Ad of the Thirty-eighth Year, and the faid recited Ads have 
by feveral Ads been continued, and are in force until the Twenty-ninth 
Day of September One thouland Eight hundred and Seven : And it is 
expedient that the faid Ads fhould be further continued and amended ;

And be it further Enafled, That from and after the

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And be it further Enabled, That from and after the faid 

no Perfoii fhall be, deemed a Compounder of Spirits, who fhall 
rectify Raw Spirits for Sale, or who fhall re&ify or manufadfure Irifh Spirits 
in Imitation of Foreign Brandy or other Foreign Spirits, or Spirits of Wine '; 
and that evei y Licence to be granted to any Perfon or Potions to keep or ufe 
any Still or Stills for rectifying Spirits, fhall authorize fuch Perfon or Per- 
fons to redify Irifh Spirits for Sale in their pure State, or to manufaflure fuch 
Spii its in Imitation of Foreign Brandy or other Foreign Spirits, or Spirits of 

6 Wine ; and that every Licence to compound Spirits, granted to any Perfon 
or Perfons, fhall authorize fuch Perfon or Perfons to reCtify fuch Spirits 
only as fuch Perfon or Perfons fhalh or may afterwards compound, by 
mixing the fame with Water, Syrup, Sugar, Fruit, or other Ingredients, 
and not any other Spirits whatever : And if any Perfon hr Perfons 'in 
Ireland, who fhall be licenfed to keep or ufe any Still or Stills for rectifying 
Spu-Its as aforefaid, fhall compound any Spirits otherwile than in Imitation 
of Foreign Brandy or other Foreign Spirits; or if anv Perfon or Perfons in 
Ireland, who fhall be licenfed to keep a Still or Stills for compoundlno- 
Spirits, fhall ufe any Still or Stills in the making or diftilling of Irifh 
Spirits in Imitation of Brandy, or of other Foreign Spirits, or in thediftillin° 
of any Raw Spirits, for the Purpofe of rectifying the fame for Sale, without 
being compounded, every fuch Perfon fo offending fhall forfeit the Sum of 

and any Licence or Licences, previoufly granted to any 
fuch Perfon fo offending, fhall be and become, and is hereby declared to be 
forfeited, null and void, to all Intents and Purpofes whatfoever; and all 
Compound Spirits whatever, other than, and except Spirits in procefs of 
manufacturing, or manufactured in Imitation of Foreign Brandy or of other 

7 Foreign Spirits, which fhall be found in the Stock of any Perfon licenfed to 
keep of ufe any Still or Stills to reCtify any Spirits ; and all Rectified Spirits, 
and all Irifh Spirits made in Imitation of Brandy, or of other Foreign 
Spirits, which (hall be found in the Stock of any Perfon licenfed to keep or 
ufe any Still or Stills for compounding of Spirits, other than fuch Spirits as 
iliall have been rectified by fuch Compounder of Spirits for the Purpofe of 
being compounded by him, fhall be forfeited, and may be feized by anv 
Officer of Excife or Cuftoms in Ireland. 

; And be it further Enabled, That the faid recited ACts of the Thirty- 
eighth and i hirty-ninth Years, for regulating the Trade of Rectifying 
Spirits, and all Claufes, Provifions, Rules, and Regulations, Penalties and 
Forfeitures, therein contained, fhall extend and be conftrued to extend to 
all and every Period and Perfons who fhall be- licenfed to keep or ufe any 
Still or Stills for the rectifying of Spirits and Strong Waters, and to all and 
every Perfon and Perfons who fhall be licenfed to keep or ufe any Still or 
Stills for the compounding of Spirits and Strong Waters reipeCtively, in 
fuch Manner as if fuch Licences had- been feparate and diftinCt, in Manner 
directed by this Act, at the Time of the palling of the faid recited ACts of 

8 the Thirty -eighth and Thirty-ninth Years aforefaid ; and all the Claufes, 
Provifions, Rules, and Regulations, Penalties and Forfeitures, in the faid 
recited Acts or this ACt contained,, fhall be applied and put in Execution 
as to fisch Perfons fo licenfed reipeCtively in Manner directed by this ACt : 
And the faid ■ recited -ACt and this ACt fhall be conftrued together as 
one ACt, fo far as the fame are compatible or confiftent with each other, 
and as the faid recited ACts are amended by this ACt.
